The Spottsville Bridge (051B00015N) on US 60 over the Green River is a narrow two-lane 
bridge which is structurally deficient (SR 38.9) and has a high accident rate. The purpose of this 
project is to replace the substandard structure near the intersection of KY 1078, address the 
roadway deficiency and improve the safety concerns along this section. This segment of US 60 
is a designated truck route.
